P jonrani sj was a student at the University of Riga, he belonged to the 
"Let ton! a" fraternity and he,en excellent sprint or, was a member of the 
University track saued. He was knovm to us for hie national and patriotic 
attitude. 

However to our greatest surprise, both to myself and to many other friondo, 
who knew him well « ho collaborated with the KKVD during the first Russian 
o ccupation . 

During the summer 1941 we found P.s secret reports among documents which 
had boon left behind by the NKVD. As far as I remember these papers con- 
cerned information about anti-CoDnnimiot minded people and about persons 
who- worked for tho Latvian undo rground . P. wa3 arrested and remained in 
custody for several months. I think that I , myself, interrogated him several 
times* As far as I could see it P* was then considered a 11 lost cause".
